‘These fines were not Jean's but her husband's. who no 
longer stays with her, Jean's so-called ‘luxury goods’ were 
poinded for her husband's debt. 


So with the threat of warrant sale (which Strathelyde 
Regional Council claim they will not carry out) hanging 
over her, Jean was put in touch with the SA.PILF, who 
have pledged to stop warrant sales and poindings being 
carried out and have done so in the two proposed 
poindings in Barrhead and Rutherglen. 


Considering that the poinding had already been carried 
out, it seemed that the best course of action for the 
Federation to take would be an occupation of the office of 
those who had carried out this disgusting deed. 


Plans were well laid. Decoys were deployed inside the 
office of Gray Scott and Co. Those who 
part in this action in defense of a Working C 
waited outside the Jamaica Street office in anticipation of

‘THE REGIONAL COUNCIL have revealed that 
Glasgow an astonishing one person in three have not pai 
penny toward their Poll Tax bill. This figure is for the 
WHOLE of Glasgow, taking in those areas like Merchant 
City, Newlands, Kelvindale, Hyndland where the majority 
¢ benefitted considerably by the introduction of the 
Poll Tax. It_ means that in areas like Castlemilk, 
Drumchapel, Easterhouse and Pollok a clear majority »re 
saying to Thatcher and her Tory henchmen WE WILL NUT 
PAY A PENNY. 

‘The Glasgow figures are a shock for the Tories and the 
Regional Council. They explode their increasingly 
desperate arguments that the Anti-Poll Tax campaign will 
not succeed. 

‘Alter ten years of Thatcher people are determined to 
stop her vicious tax being implemented. The Federation's 
campaign of mass non-payment is succeeding against all 
the odds. The fact that Glasgow has the highest 
concentration of A.PTU’s and activists helps explain the 
massive level of defiance. The consistent work of the 
APTU’s over the last eighteen months has been critical in 
convincing so many to refuse to pay and giving the 
confidence to those thousands who simply can't pay. 

The campaign's future looks assured as more and more 
shall come to see that victory is in sight. Even more will 
join the non-payers. This is already the case as incredibly 
the figures released do not account for those in arrears 
which could double the numbers of those refusing to pay! 
This time Thatcher has indeed gone too far. This time it's 
our turn. 


LONDON WILL 


FIGHT... 


LONDON'S BATTLE AGAINST the poll tax has now 
begun. Despite repeated letters up to 2 million people in 
London's 32 boroughs have yet to register. In some inner- 
city boroughs over 40% have not returned their registration 
forms. In Lambeth one third of those returned in the early 
stages had abusive language written on them. While non- 
registration in itself cannot win these figures show the real 
feeling of Londoners towards the poll tax and this 
government. 


That anger was seen in the first meeting of the London 
Steering Committee of Anti-Poll Tax Unions held on 30th 
August. Over 180 people attended including 114 delegates 
from 62 Anti-Poll Tax Unions representing a paid 
membership of nearly 4,000. It’s only early days yet but 
that meeting showed that A.PT.U’s are now being built on 
many estates throughout London. 

The Steering Committee elected that night is now 
committed to build a London-wide campaign of mass 
non-payment built through hundreds of A.PT.U’s and 
linked to T.U's. The mood of the meeting was to fight and 
everyone present enthusiastically welcomed the report 
from Scotland that over 1 mi 

The figure and the campaign that has been built in 
Scotland is inspiring hundreds of thousands of 
Londoners to build and get involved in APTU’s. No 
Borough will be left untouched by this struggle. even some 
of the so-called safe Tory areas, Even in an area 
Kingston upon Thames, where until now they have 
weighed the Tory votes, over 70 local people attended the 
first meeting of Kingston against the Poll Tax and pledged 
themselves to non-payment. 


The real truth is that most Londoners cannot afford to 
pay the poll tax. With over 100,000 homeless in London 
and 4,000 plus sleeping rough every night open poverty is 
now an everday fact in London. 10 years of Tory attacks 
have left many Londoners worse off. especially in the 
inner-city boroughs where the majority of workers earn 
well below the national average. There is a deep 
Tesentmentin London towards the Tories and thisis being 
reflected in the poll tax campaign. 

Hundreds of meetings. dozens of lobbies and successful 
marches through areas like Walthamstow and Lambeth 
have already taken place. with many more meetings and 
activities planned. Nearly every High Street has an Anti- 
Poll Tax stall on a Saturday where literally tens of 
thousands have signed petitions and taken leaflets 

The poll tax in London will devastate ordinary people 
and their families if it is implemented. With estimates of 
£500-700 per person being quoted it is clear that most 
people cannot and will not pay if the battle is taken out 
onto the estates, workplaces and streets. 

We aim to build hundreds of A.PT.U’s with thousands 
of members and we aim to have an APT.U. on every 
major working class council estate by Christmas. 

And we pledge that we will build a mass campaign of 
non-payment in London that will unite with our Scottish 
brothers and sisters in the marvellous campaign they have 
built. 

London is ready to Fight. We are on our way!

BRITISH FEDERATION FORMING... 


ON SEPTEMBER 1 a meeting took place 
Westminster which in his opening remarks thi 
chair Dave Nellist M.P. described as “historic”. 


This much abused adjective was for once 
probably correct. At the meeting were delegates from 
20 Anti-Poll Tax Federations from Wales to Tayside 
from London to Strathclyde. The delegates 
represented over 480 Anti-Poll Tax groups and in the 
course of a very positive and optimistic meeting it 
was agreed to establish a steering committee whose 
aim would be the organisation of a conference to be 
held in Manchester on 25th of November where with 
delegates from every Anti-Poll Tax Union in the 


country a British Federation would be set up. 
ighteen months after the founding conference of 
the Strathclyde Federation we are now moving 
towards joining with our brothers and sisters in 
England and Wales. If we in Scotland have achieved 
much, one million non-payers from 3.9 million, 
what more can be achieved when in April 1990 a 
staggering 35 million people are billed for the poll 
tax. Thatcher has won many victories against our 
class in the last ten years often by splitting our ranks, 


divide and rule. This time she’s made a major} 


blunder. This time we move towards maximum’ 
unity with our brothers and sisters across the border, 
‘This time we will claim victory! 


EDITORIAL 


With the release of the latest non-payment figures itis 
becoming clear that the poll tax, the flagship of the 
Tory manifesto is foundering. By their own admission 
1 in 3 in Glasgow have not paid a penny. 400,000 in 
Strathclyde alone have refused to pay. These figures 
can be doubled by those now joining our ranks, 
Indeed, since the last issue of this paper many more. 
APTU's have joined us, Moodiesburn and Possil being 
two. 


Collections of fines accrued through non- 
registration, action which only a tiny minority of the 
population embarked on, has proved almost 
impossible. The two poindings so far attempted in 
‘Strathclyde have resulted in embarrasing climbdowns 
for the Region. 

‘The problem the Tori faced with is immense. 
‘Scotland has held firm against the poll tax and we are 
now being joined by our brothers and sisters in 
England and Wales. 

Strathclyde Region’s problems will be no less easy 
to solve. Their attempts to badger and frighten peop! 
into paying this have so far failed. By using the
